3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-6, 8 and 10- 
24 are allowable upon consideration of the prior art. The closest prior art is EP 635555 A2 (A3). 
The prior art discloses a method for hydrotreating petroleum hydrocarbons, wherein the 
hydrotreated feedstock is further treated in a catalytic reforming unit to produce gasoline and 
Hydrogen as a by-product. 

The prior art fail to disclose or suggest subjecting part or all the hydrotreated feedstock 
from the hydrotreating process to a catalytic oxidation process to produce hydrogen and carbon 
dioxide.
